Tam able to ‘supply the firat 
authentic account of the captivity 
and escape of General Lucas 
(states the specia) correspondent 
in Dublin of the London Zreainy 
News) It is taken from the 


‘Tgeneral’s own account of his 


adventures. Genezal Lucas states 
that he was moved about a good 
deal, spending only three 
or four.days in ona placz. 
He was always guarded 
night and day prior to his arrital 
at his last prison, a santry being 
posted at his bedroam window. 
At bis final place of confinament 
the window of hia room was found 
to be barred, and so the, usual 
guards were not posted outside 
bis room during the night 
Apparently his captors had 
neglected to teat the strength of 
the bara, and the general had 
little difficulty in pashing ont one 
of the bars and getting awar. 
GUARDED BY EX-PRIS ERs. 
General Lucas previously had 
not been left ungarded for a single 
moment. By day he was alwaysat- 
tended by a brigade commandant, 
battation commander, or br other 
senior officers of the Irish Re- 
publican Army. There is little 
doubs that the attack on the 
military mailcar on which the 
escaped general travellad was a 
coincidence,and that theatrarkers 
had no idea that the general was 
on beard. In fact, General Lucas

(New York) points out that the 
result of the porchase provisions 
of the Pittman Act and of the 
Mint regulations is to establish 
two separate end distinct markets 
acd quotations for silver.

If the 
price for foreign silver 
should risa above $1 per 
ounce Treasury purchases wonld 
antomatically cease. But the 
price x ould probably not cet much 
above $1. The annual outpss of 
the United States is about one- 
third that of the entire world,| 
and a price msterially above $1 
would add this amount to marke’ 
supply. increasing it possibly by 
one-half. I: would therefore 
seem that the price could at moat 
rule only fractionally higher than

The Italian Plenipotentiary 
Riotti, and the French Ambaasador Barrere were present. M- Millan 
and afterwards stated that the greatest cordiality and mutual con 
Rdence prevailed. The Premiers admitted that the agredment between 
France, England and Italy was indispensable for establishing world 
peace. Warmuatcease, Advices of moderation were given to Poland 
and the Treatiea with Germany, Austria and others must be carried 
cut.’ The Russian situation was alsa conaidered. Nobody thinks of 
recognising the Soviet Government politically, Respecting the: re 
sumption of commercial intercourse betwean the Soviets and Italy, M. 
Millerand remarked that the only tangible resilits for Italy were 
hitherto 4,000 tons of damaged wheat. The fact ia that the sale 
Russian article ready for export is Bolsheviam, for which France bas 
Qo-use. As to the Adriatic problem, Great Britain and France be 
Heve it is a matter concerning exclasively Italy and-Yugo-Slavia, and 
it should be settled apeedily in a spirit of equity and moderation.

The official repdrt of to-dar’s Cdal Conference shows that the 
major part of the diseussion revolved roand the question of Mereased - 
output. 

Sir Robert Horne said that any increased oztpat of coal would 
necessarily entail a review of the whole situation. His idea was that 
for all the tons got above a certain basis line the miners should get 
an advance. That would be w direct incentive. ° 

Mr. Smillie said the miners had given up the claim that their 
two points were indivisible and now Sir Robert Horne was trying to 
make them believe that what they were actuglily quarreling. about wan 
the question of increased outpot. It was nothing of the kind. He 
asked: Whr should the miners begin to increase output for 
purpose of increasimy wages when the Government was already = 
getting money ‘o pay the increase? Myr. Smillie added that unless 
the increase was conceded the miners” other proposals need not be 
considered and they would have te recommend the Miners’ Conference 
on Tuesday that the strike shovld take place. . 

Sir Robert Horne femarked that he did not think it would be 
difficult to Gnd a basia on which increased wages should be obtained’ 
having relation to larger ontpat - . 

Mr. Smillie asserted that the cause of diminished output was 
largely due to the fact that miners were engaged on development work 
im order to place the collieries, when decontrol takes place,-in a 
condition for the employers to raige output by an erormous amount. 
Mr. Smillie added that ther refused to consider Sir Robert Horne’s: 
proposal to set up an Industrial Board to endeavour to increase the 
output of coal unless the advance of two shillings was given. 

Sir Robert Horne said be had ascertained that the colliery owners.

When Sir Robert Horne suggested an adjournment for loneh so 
that the miners could consider his propesals, Mr. Snullie replied that 
ho did not think they need trouble to come back again as unless the 
increase of wages was conceded without further investigation they 
would have to recommend g.strixe, When Sir Robert Horne suggested 
that the miners meet him on Monday Mr. Smillie said that if they 
met on Monday it would only be to give the reply he had given now.

BRITISH TRADE IN CHINA. 


Through the courtesy of the Commercial Sectetary to , 
Legation, Peking, at Hongkong, we have been favoured Wheorct 
a Report for the sear 1919 on the conditions and prospects of British 
Trade with Chins. The Heport, which is issued by the Department 
of Overseas Trade and which has been compiled by Mr. H. H For. 
C.M.G.. (Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai) with the assistance of 
Mr.C. A. W. Rosa (Commercial Secretary at Peking) and Mr. HJ. 
Bret: (Commercial Secretary at Hongkong), is certainly voluminous 
and full’ of the mos: imeresting aud valuable inform tion. 
When the Department of Overseas Trades was established unde: the 
Presidency of Sir Hamar Greenwood we predicted for it a Seld of 
great vsefulness and utility and the hope we expressed thar the 
cpportunities presented to such a Depariment would be taken 
full advantage of seems to be very pleasingly matenalising. 
If the Department hss given the other great spheres 
in which British commerce 33 interested she same careful 
tttention and treatment that i: has given to China then British 
trade will owe much to its efforts. When one remembers that these 
reports are intended primarily for circulation among the big 
commercial houses at Home, one has some idea of their value. 
’ The report before us isnot a mere academic survey of past trade 

conditions, for whilst it does very comprehensively review the year 
1919 it deals with all manner of other subjects allecting trading 
conditions in China. In fact it would serve ay an intreduction for 
the British merchant to the pecaliarities acd governing factors of 
the Chinese market. Following a genersl introduction in which 
currency. etc, is set forth there are five other main headings. which 
deal with the effect ot the Great Wer on China, China's industry 
and production (showing her resources, development and mining 
. situation), the Foreign Trude for 1919. and suggestions. for the 
development of British trade. It is this last section which should 
prove of the greatest value, for there is -et forth in easily onder. 
standeble manner the best selling methods, and the Report stresses 
the need for increased trade propaganda. Appended sre a number 
. of useful hints to British firms desirous of doing business with China 
in which very free conscltation with Consuls and Commercial 
Diplomatic officers is recommended. This attitude is a welcome 
improvement on that which used to obtain, when British Consuls 
were far tog superigs to concern themselves with helping, British 
trade. Altogether the publication and the guidance contained 
therein mark a very big step in official assistance to British 
merchants. . 

One canno? glance through the Report without Coming across 
frequent mention of the altogether too obvious fact of how China, 
by her own state of disorder, is handicapping herself in the commer. 
cial race among the nations of the earth. The urgency of currency 
reform is pointed out and quite a tribute is paid tothe work that 
the British Chambers of Commerce in China have done to help for- 
ward this work. It is pointed out also how internal diasensions have 
produced s condition of administrative chaos that has seriously 
hampered trade development, though the ordinary life of the 
people and the interests of trade have been leas’ affected 
than one would reasonaoly. have expected. “The davelopment of 
trade and, indeed, the whols national existence of Chins are mainly 
dependent upon the rapid extension of internal communications 
more especially railways, and the policy of the Chinese Govern. 
ment and of the foreign powers in regard to this question will be 
the most important factor in deciding the future of the country. 
Railway development in China has hitherto been complicated by 
the system of *Sphores of Influence” under which certain foreign 
powers claimed special rights in certain sections of the country, and 
thia policy has not only tended to produce international friction, 
but bes also proved an insurmountable obstacle to the creation of a 
unified national system. Withio the last few years a strong: move- 
ment has arisen towards the unification and standardisation of the 
various lines, and the technical aspects of the question are at 
present baing studied by foreign axperta engaged by the Chinese 
Government.” Extracts such as these show that the little booklet 
has been seriously written and can be read with profit even by 
British merchants who have been resident in China for mavy 
years, The shortconrings of British merchants are not overtaoked: 
in fact, many pointed criticisms are levelled at the present sttitude 
British houses.. Having referred to the need for more British of 
houses of good standing, the Report states :—“ These firms must take 
more trouble than has been dane in the past to pusb the sale of 
British goods by. finding. out for themselves where there is a 
demand, or likely to be one, and not allow the cempradores and 
dealers in the Tresty ports to dictate as to where and whén they 


shall eell their goods. British merchants ehould. travel more. in|!

NOTES & COMME 


MOTOR ROADS. -. aan 

Motorists using the Castle Peak 
road during the week-end found 
itin a very “lumpy” and unsatis- 
factary condition. The rains of 
last week had, aa usual, badly 
affected the surface, which, at 
numerous spots, ie cut ap so much 
that cars have difficulty in 
negotiating the many fissures 
caned by the heavy downpours. 
Bad as itis, though, we are told 
that the road is in far batter con- 
dition than if was a week or so 
ago. Here and thare, little 
graups of coolies are filling 
in the crevices, bot the 
material they are nsing is ordin- 
ary red earth, so that i: will only’ 
raquire another heavy fall of rain 


to undo all that is now baing|- 


done in ths way of repairs, And 
that is what is happening all the 
time. Happily, the wet season is 
now ending, and we may reason- 
ably look to lass trying weather 
conditions. But the lesson to be 
derived from tre past few months” 
experiences is that the sooner 
our moter toads are properis 
metalled and  macadamised, 
the better will it be for 
everybody concerned and parti- 
culacly for the  Colany's 
finances. The mere cutting of e 
road and then putting it into use 
before its surface is adequately 
treated is a most uneconomical 
procedure. In this connection, 
it is surely strange policy to 
begin macadamising the strip of 
road from Fanting to Castle 
Peak before similarly treating the 
thoroughfares running from Kow- 
Ipon to either of these places. 
Here we have two main roads 
feft in their original condition 
whilst the link jo‘ning the two up 
is being specially treated. Is 
apparently bas never oceurr- 
to the PB W. Dd. shat 
a motorist can 
shia nicely = surfaced 
strip he has to make a trip of 
19 miles one way or 24 another, 
over a track decidedly the worse 
‘for wear. Of course. the Chinese 
inhabitants in the vicinities of 
Castle Peak and ‘Facling will 
have the advantage of this. well- 
conditoned strip of road. but we 
have a hazy idea that not many 
of these people own motor-cars. 
There is only one sensible policy 
in this matter, and tbat is to 
macadamise the main roads from 
the Kowloon end by. stagea, for 
this would save endless 
sams in patching up the 
damasxed roads and at the same 
time graduzlly provide motorists 
with decen: stretches which they 
could use without risk to them- 
selves or their machines. 


POLITICS. . 

In the United States, as in 
England. it seems possible to 
prove anything by election 
results.

commuted in Hongkong.” The 
actual facts of the case were very 
simple. The three prisoners 
were steamer guards employed 
to prevent piracies.

The 
man assaulted was the head 
guard and tho assault was alleg- 
ed tohavetaken place on July 
9:h near the island of Linta. 
The three prisoners took the 
head guard and knocked him 
about and the Captain, who was 
on top. came down and separated 
them. The injored man was 
taker to hospital He was 
thera fora week -and was then 
discharged. The injured man 
bad since died. but his death was 
not due in any way to the 
injuries received at the hands of 
the prisoners.
